U.S. ART LECTURE SERIES 


The first of six lectures on An^rican painting, sponsored by the Junior 
Council of The Cleveland Museum of Art, will be given Tuesday, October 12 at 
10:30 a,m, in the Museum auditorium. Jamas Thomas Flexner, New York author and 
lecturer will discuss EARLY AMERICAN PORTRAITURE. 

Mr. Flexner was graduated from Harvard College and for a short interval 
was a reporter for the New York Herald Tid.bune. He has been a consultant on Colonial 
V/illiamsburg, was awarded the. Life in America Prize as well as a Library of Congress 
grant-in-aid to study the history of American civilization. He has written A SHORT 
HISTORY OF AlffiRICAN PAINTING, AMERICAN PAINTING: THE IIGHT OF DISTANT SKIES, GILBERT 
/''j SIUART, and THAT ^LDER IMAGE: THE PAINTING OF AMERICA’S NATIVE SCHOOL FROM THOMAS 
COLE TO VJINSLOl'J HOMER.
